Particulars of the District Scholarships are given in the following pages. 


SCHOLARSHIP REGULATIONS 

Scholarships are given expressly for the continuation of the musical studies 
of the student and will be paid to the teacher or school of music designated 
by the winner. At the specific request of a donor and with the approval of the 
Scholarship committee, payment is made according to the donor’s wishes. 

Scholarships will be paid at such times in such amounts as authorized by 
the scholarship committee. 

Scholarship winners shall be chosen by the adjudicator and shall be 
announced by him during the Festival. 

Scholarships donated and committed for competition are payable to the 
Association by January 1st of each year. 

The Association does not assume any responsibility for any scholarship 
which has not been paid to it in accordance with the above regulations. 

All scholarships shall be forfeited if not used within twelve months of the 
Festival date at which the scholarship is awarded. Notwithstanding the above 
the scholarship committee may, at its discretion, consider an application from 
the scholarship winner for an extension of the time limit. 


Provincial Final Competitions 

There are seven Provincial Awards offered for competition in 1960. 
Each of these awards requires a Provincial Final Competition. 

Only specific classes within the syllabus lead to these Provincial Awards 
Competitions. 

1. THE CHIEF JUSTICE J. T. BROWN GRAND AWARD SHIELD 

To be awarded annually to the provincial winner from the Grade A 
Vocal Solo Classes 401-406, inclusive. 

2. THE GOLAN E. HOOLE MEMORIAL SHIELD 

To be awarded annually to the provincial winner from the Grade B 
Vocal Solo Classes 407-412 inclusive. 

3. THE F. W. CHISHOLM SCHOLARSHIP FOR PIANO 

To be awarded annually to the winner of Piano Classes 721-727 inclu¬ 
sive. The F. W. Chisholm scholarship in the sum of $50.00 is awarded 
by the Saskatchewan Association of Music Festivals for provincial 
piano competition. 

4. THE CHOPIN SCHOLARSHIP 

To be awarded to the winner of the Chopin Piano Class 720. The 
Chopin Scholarship of $100.00 is awarded by Mr. Lyell Gustin of 
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Saskatoon. It is designated specifically for the performance of Chopin 
compositions. 

5. THE F. MENDEL SCHOLARSHIP FOR VIOLIN 

To be awarded to the winner of Violin Classes 605-611 inclusive. 
This scholarship in the sum of $50.00 is awarded by Mr. Fred Mendel 
of Saskatoon for provincial violin competition. 

6. THE HART SCHOLARSHIP FOR ORGAN 

To be awarded to the winner of the Pipe Organ Class 750. This schol¬ 
arship in the sum of $50.00 is awarded by Dr. and Mrs. H. D. Hart of 
Saskatoon for provincial pipe organ competition. 

7. THE SASKATOON LIONS CLUB PROVINCIAL SCHOLARSHIP 
FOR WIND INSTRUMENT 

To be awarded to the winner of the Wind Instrument Classes 501-540, 
inclusive. This scholarship in the sum of $50.00 is awarded by the 
Saskatoon Lions Club for the Provincial wind instrument competition. 


Each of these seven categories require special treatment and attention, 
at every festival in the province. 

Contestants, who show talent and performance skill, may be recommended 
to compete, as District Winners, at Saskatoon or Regina, towards the top 
Provincial Award in the category in which they originally entered. 

Previously, any District Festival Winners could only advance to the Semi- 
Final Competitions. Only a very few participated, and the net results didn’t 
warrant the expense and trouble this system caused Regina and Saskatoon. 

For 19 60, this system of Semi-Finals, has been suspended. In its place, 
eligible District Winners are invited, without further entry fee, to compete 
in the regular Provincial Awards classes, either at Regina or Saskatoon. Here 
they will be heard and given a full adjudication on their performance. 

Thus, the classes listed above will take on a new significance and import¬ 
ance at the Regina and Saskatoon Festivals. The District Winners who par¬ 
ticipate will receive more help and encouragement than formerly. 

All District Festivals are urged to record the winners of each class leading 
to Provincial Honors, and co-operate with their adjudicators during the festival 
in compiling a list of District Winners, which should be as complete as pos¬ 
sible. Announcement should be made of such contestants attaining this dis¬ 
tinction, before the conclusion of each festival. All District Winners should 
be urged to notify the Festival Secretaries at Regina or Saskatoon, of their 
intentions to participate further towards Provincial Honors.

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District Winners 


The distinction of being a District Winner at a District Festival depends 
strictly on whether or not the adjudicator recommends a class winner to receive 
this distinction. Only after hearing all of the classes in each of the foregoing 
categories (in which there are entries), is such a recommendation possible. 
A mark of at least 80 must be obtained before any consideration can be given. 

VOCAL CLASSES 

In Grade A Vocal Solos, after all classes 401-406, have been heard, a 
special winners’ competition is necessary and the adjudicator may recommend 
the top winner to have the distinction of being the District Winner in the 
Grade A Vocal category. A single entry, providing at least 80 marks is 
obtained, may be recommended by the adjudicator to be the District Winner 
in this category. 

In Grade B Vocal Solos, after all classes 407-412 have been heard, a 
special winners’ competition is necessary and the adjudicator may recommend 
the top winner to have the distinction of being the District Winner in the 
Grade B Vocal category. A single entry, providing at least 80 marks is 
otbained, may be recommended by the adjudicator to be the District Winner 
in this category. 

In each of the remaining five categories, all instrumental, the adjudicator, 
after hearing all classes relevant to each category, may or may not select one 
contestant to have the distinction of being the District Winner, in any or all 
of these five instrumental categories. 


PIANO SOLO CLASSES 

The adjudicator, after hearing all competitors performing in Piano Solo 
Classes 721-727, may or may not select one candidate, who in his opinion is 
worthy of representing that District Festival in the Piano Category. The 
selected candidate is the District Winner in this category. 

CHOPIN PIANO CLASS 

The adjudicator, after hearing all competitors performing in Class 720, 
may or may not, recommend that the winner proceed to further competition 
in this class. Should the candidate be recommended, that candidate is the 
District Winner in this category. 

VIOLIN CLASSES 

The adjudicator, after hearing all competitors performing in Classes 
605-611, may or may not, select one candidate, who in his opinion is worthy 
of representing that District Festival in the Violin Category. The selected 
candidate is the District Winner in this category. 


ORGAN CLASS 

The adjudicator, after hearing all competitors performing in Class 750, 
may or may not, recommend that the winner proceed to further competition 
in this class. Should the candidate be recommended, that candidate is the 
District Winner in this category. 


WIND INSTRUMENT CLASSES 

The adjudicator, after hearing all competitors performing in Wind Instru¬ 
ment Classes 501-540, may or may not select one candidate, who in his opinion 
is worthy of representing that District Festival in the Wind Instrument cate¬ 
gory. The selected candidate is the District Winner in this category. 
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Provincial Final Competition 

RULES 

Winning competitors in the seven aforementioned categories at the Regina 
and Saskatoon Festivals will ibe eligible for the Provincial Final Competitions 
to be held in Saskatoon on Friday, May 13, 1960. 

The provincial scholarships mentioned below will be paid only to a music 
teacher of recognized standing designated by the competitor and approved by 
the executive of the Saskatchewan Association of Music Festivals. Awards 
may, at the specific request of the donor, and with the approval of the Pro¬ 
vincial Executive, be dispensed according to the donor’s wishes. 

All provincial scholarships are specifically for the purpose of furthering 
the musical education of the scholarship winner. 

For the purpose of the Provincial Final competitions, competitors may 
perform a current test piece or any selection of their own choice. Such com¬ 
petitors must have obtained a mark of not less than 80. 

All scholarships will be awarded to the competitor, who, in the opinion of 
the adjudicator, has given the most outstanding performance. 

If in the opinion of the adjudicator the standard attained is not of suffi¬ 
cient merit, the scholarship shall not be awarded. 

In the event of a tie, the decision shall be referred to the Provincial 
committee. 

Maintenance and conditions of the provincial scholarships may be subject 
to review by the committee from year to year. 

The Saskatchewan Arts Board grant to the Association provides financial 
assistance towards the travelling expenses of the Provincial Finalists com¬ 
peting for the seven Provincial Honors. 

F. W. CHISHOLM SCHOLARSHIP—PIANO 

The F. W. Chisholm scholarship in the sum of $50.00 is awarded by the 
Saskatchewan Association of Music Festivals in recognition of the 
services of Mr. F. W. Chisholm of Regina. 

THE CHIEF JUSTICE J. T. BROWN GRAND AWARD SHIELD- 
VOCAL, GRADE A 

This award is for annual competition in Grade A Vocal Solo classes 

GOLAN E. HOOLE MEMORIAL SHIELD—VOCAL, GRADE B 

This award is made annually for Grade B Vocal Solo competition. 

THE F. MENDEL SCHOLARSHIP—VIOLIN 

This scholarship in the sum of $50.00 is awarded by Mr. Fred Mendel 
of Saskatoon for provincial violin competition. 

THE HART SCHOLARSHIP—ORGAN 

This scholarship in the sum of $50.00 is awarded by Dr. and Mrs. H. D. 
Hart of Saskatoon for provincial pipe organ competition. 

THE CHOPIN SCHOLARSHIP 

The Chopin Scholarship of $100.00 is awarded by Mr. Lyell Gustin of 
Saskatoon. It is designated specifically for the performance of Chopin 
compositions. Competitors are required to perform two or more com¬ 
positions by Chopin. Performance time not to exceed 15 minutes, and 
not less than 7 minutes. One of the test pieces for the 1960 Music 
Festival must be “Ballade in Afc>.” No new material will be required 
for the Provincial Finals. 

THE SASKATOON LIONS CLUB PROVINCIAL SCHOLARSHIP- 
WIND INSTRUMENT 

This scholarship in the sum of $50.00 is awarded by the Saskatoon 
Lions Club for the Provincial wind instrument competition.

This trophy to be awarded to the competitor receiving the highest indivi¬ 
dual marks in any of the following classes in the southern half of the Provin¬ 
cial Festival. No previous winner will be eligible to win this trophy. Voice, 
Classes 414, 415, 416, 417, 418, 419, 420. Piano, Grades D, E, F, G. Violin, 
Grades D, E, F, G. 


THE HINKSON JUNIOR VOCAL SCHOLARSHIP 

This scholarship in the amount of $50.00 is donated by Mr. E. W. Hinkson 
of Regina. 

1. The scholarship is awarded to the Girls’ High Voice and Girls’ Low 
Voice, Classes 414 and 415. 

2. The winner of each of the above mentioned classes will perform in 
final competition. 

3. The scholarship in the sum of $50.00 will be awarded to the competi¬ 
tor who, in the opinion of the adjudicator, gives the most outstanding 
performance. 
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SANTY MEMORIAL SCHOLARSHIP 


The Santy Memorial Scholarship of $25.00 is donated by Mr. Edward 
Franklin of Regina, in memory of his friend Flight-Sergeant Fred Santy, who 
was killed in action, September 16th, 1942.

Competition Regulations 

1. The Competitions are open to residents of Southern Saskatchewan only. 

2. No previous winner of a $200.00 Award or the Kinsmen Scholarship Grand 
Award will be eligible to enter these competitions. 

3. Pianists and Violinists 16 years of age and under 23, as of May 15, 1960, 
and vocalists 18 years of age and under 25 as of May 15, 19 60, are eligible 
to enter. 

4. One selection only is to be performed at the preliminary competition but 
successful candidates will be required to perform two selections at the 
final competition. 

5. Test pieces shall be own choice, not to exceed 6 minutes performance and 
10 minutes at the finals. 

6. Selections listed as test pieces in the current festival syllabus are not to 
be used. 

7. Vocalists and Violinists requiring the services of an official accompanist 
are required to advise the Festival Secretary at least one week in advance 
of the preliminary competitions. 

8. The number of contestants selected to compete at the finals will be left 
to the discretion of the adjudicators and the Scholarship committee. Final 
competitions will not be held if a sufficiently high standard of performance 
has not been attained in the preliminary competitions in any class. 

9. Scholarships will not be awarded if in the opinion of the adjudicators at 
the final concert, a sufficiently high standard has not been attained. 

10. The decision of the adjudicators will be final. 

11. The preliminary competitions (Auditions) will be held in Mid-March, well 
in advance of the Festival Entry Closing date of March 26, 1960.

COMPETITION REGULATIONS 

Notice: Please note important changes in regulations 9 and 10. 

1. Entry fees are payable to the Festival Secretary at the time of entry. 
Subject to regulations, hereinafter set out, a member may enter more than 
one class, but will be required to pay the specified entry fee for each class 
entered. 

2. Unless otherwise stated in this syllabus, all selections may be accompanied. 

3. Unless otherwise stated, the term “accompanied” shall be held to mean 
the use of one piano only. 

4. Competitors should bring their own accompanist. 

5. No official accompanist will be provided unless the festival secretary is 
advised when entry is sent in. 

6. All competitors must supply their own music, but the Association will 
provide copies, of all set pieces, for the adjudicators, except in special 
competitions where this is manifestly impossible. No current festival 
numbers are eligible as “own choice” test pieces. 

7. Special attention is called to the necessity of band and orchestra leaders 
to provide full score if possible, otherwise cued conductor’s score for the 
adjudicator. 

In classes in which any test piece is chosen by the competitor, the title 
and composer thereof must be specified on the entry form. For the use 
of the adjudicators, two copies of music in the case of choral and small 
ensemble classes, and one copy in other classes, must be delivered to the 
office of the festival secretary before the programme at which the number 
is to be heard. 

Failure to comply with this provision shall render the competitor liable 
to disqualification. 

8. Conductors may not sing while conducting festival test pieces. 
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9. Any competitor may compete in as many district festivals as desired, 
including, of course, those at Regina and Saskatoon. Entry forms and 
fees must reach the Secretary of each festival by the official closing date 
of entries at each festival centre. Late entries may be subject to a late 
entry fee. 

10. Candidates entering solo classes leading to the seven provincial Honors, 
are entitled to enter only one class in each of the categories listed below: 

Vocal, Grades A and B, Classes 401-412 
Piano, Grades A to G, Classes 721-727 
Piano, Chopin, Class 720 
Violin, Grades A to G, Classes 605-611 
Organ, Pipe Organ, Class 750 
Wind Instrument, Classes 501-540 

Candidates desiring to enter these classes in more than one festival are 
now allowed to do so. Entry forms and fees must reach the Secretary 
of each festival by the closing date of entries. Late entries may be 
charged an additional fee. 

The only other classes subject to restriction are the vocal classes listed 
below, in paragraphs 11 and 12. 

11. Competitors interested in classes 414 to 418 are entitled to enter in only 
one of these five classes at any festival. 

12. Competitors entered in classes 414 or 415 are not entitled to enter in 
classes 401, 402, 403, nor 407, 408, 409, or vice versa. 

13. The Provincial Association shall not be responsible for any expenses 
incurred by a contestant entering any festival competitions except as 
otherwise stated in this syllabus. 

14. Winners twice consecutively (soloist or organizations) at immediately 
preceding festivals, irrespective of age, must enter in the class next above 
the one in which they obtained their award, but this ruling does not pro¬ 
hibit Class A winners from competing each year. 

15. No choral or instrumental organization shall be eligible to enter in two 
competitions in the same classification. 

16. Where there are five or more entrants in any class in which two test 
pieces are required, all competitors shall perform one selection only, which¬ 
ever is designated by the adjudicator. Finalists, at the discretion of the 
adjudicator, may be called upon to perform the other selection. 

17. The secretary may require any competitor to certify that the regulations 
herein set out have been complied with. 

18. The committee reserves the right to disqualify any competitor infringing 
the regulations. 

19. The committee herein referred to is the Executive Committee of the Asso¬ 
ciation, or such other committee to whom authority has been delegated 
and the decision of the committee shall be final. 

20. The festival president or chairman, together with the secretary of the 
festival concerned, and the president of the Association, or his nominee, 
constitute a protest committee to act at any festival should need arise. 

21. Change of key in vocal and choral selections is authorized. Such change 
to be not more than one full tone up or down. 

22. The term “Junior” is officially ruled to mean under 17. Local Units may 
alter this downwards to suit their own festival requirement. 
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23. Certificates—Two types of certificates will be issued. To the winner of 
each class, providing a mark of 75 or over has been received, a First Place 
certificate will be issued. To the runner-up of each class a Second Place 
certificate will be issued, providing a mark of 7 5 or over has been obtained. 
Certificates will be awarded to the leading organization where the com¬ 
petitor is entitled to it and in the case of a tie, a certificate will be pre¬ 
sented to each competitor. Certificates become the property of the winning 
organization and a copy will be forwarded to the conductor on request. 

24. (1) Junior Sight Reading tests will be provided by the Association for 

the scholars to read from, written in staff and sol-fa. 

(2) The teacher may conduct the class, but not sing, the adjudicator to 
give the chord and starting note. 

(3) Each test may be sung to Sol-fa first, and then to la. 

(4) The teacher shall be responsible for setting the tempo from copy; 
tests will always be in moderate time. 

(5) Specimen tests similar to those which will be used at the festival 
may be obtained free from the festival office at Darke Hall, Regina 
College, Regina, Sask., between January 1 and April 1 next. 

25. AGE LIMITS. The age of a contestant shall be considered as at January 
1st in the current festival year for festival purposes, in order not to 
penalize any contestant because of birthdays falling on dates in the spring 
months when festivals are held. 

Recommendations (in no sense compulsory), from the Annual Meeting, 
September 24, 1958, for greater efficiency in the operation of our music 
festivals:— 

1. Avoid the over-use of additional classes, resulting in a more effective 
use of the official syllabus. Use discretion at all times. 

2. Announce the top 3 marks only, when any class has 5 or more entrants.

No special 
entries or competitions are required for this trophy, but the performance of 
the choir during the regular competitions in its own festival shall constitute the 
basis for award, except that such choir shall sing at least two test pieces, and 
the general performance of both pieces shall be considered in making the award. 

At the conclusion of the tour of Canadian Festivals, the adjudicators shall 
advise the Secretary of the Federation the name of the choir that has won the 
award, who shall announce the name of the winner at the annual general 
meeting of the Federation. No advice or announcement shall be made public 
previous to this meeting. 

THE GEORGE S. MATHIESON TROPHY 

The George S. Mathieson Trophy shall be awarded by the entire team of 
four adjudicators officiating on the main chain of Canadian Festivals for the 
best performance by a Children’s or Junior Choir. The age limit of competi¬ 
tors shall be 19 years and under. A Children’s or Junior Choir shall be deemed 
to be any choir classified as such in the syllabus of the festival at which it 
competes. No special entries or competitions are required for this trophy, but 
the performance of the choir during the regular competitions in its own festival 
shall constitute the basis for award, except that such choir shall sing at least 
two test pieces, and the general performance of both pieces shall be considered 
in making the award. 

At the conclusion of the tour of Canadian Festivals, the adjudicators shall 
advise the Secretary of the Federation the name of the Choir that has won the 
award, who shall announce the name of the winner at the annual general 
meeting of the Federation. No advice or announcement shall be made public 
previous to this meeting.
